89. (new) The method of Claim 63 in which the 
condition is a bacterial infection. 

90. (new) The method of Claim 63 ih which the 
condition is a parasitic infection. 

91. (new) The method of Claim 63 w^dTch further 
comprises administering to an individual an elective amount 
of anti-TNFa, anti-IL-1, anti-IFN-7, IL-1I£?G a steroid, a 
glucocorticoid, or IL-10. 

92. (new) The^fe^ifod for enhancing the anti- 
inflammatory activity of a therapeutic steroid comprising 
administering to an in^^^xfuial an effective amount of an agent 
that modulates MIF gen^ expression and the therapeutic 
steroid. 

93 . /{new) The method for reducing the toxic 
side effects of a therapeutic steroid comprising administering 
to an individual an agent that modulates MIF gene expression 
and pn& therapeutic steroid. —
